On the basis of evidence of recérd, in the instant case the
Commission finds that this claimant is, and since prior to
NoﬁeMbéf 23, 1959, has been the owner of 160 units of
particiéationwin thewCubanNVenezue}an'Oil Vctinngrust and has
suffered a loss in the amount of $11.97 ~wuﬁﬁw1thin the meaning of
Title V of the Act, wh&n thé properties owned or controlled by the
Trust were nationaslized of otherwise taken by the Government of
Cuba on November 23, 1959.

The Commission also concludes that the amount of loss sus-
tained shall be increased by interest theréon at the rate of 6%
per annum from November 23, 1959, the date of loss, to the date

on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof. (See
